"The calf should never be allowed to suck 
the cow." It will save the cow from bellow- 
ing one or two weeks—it will save sore teats, 
a good denl of kicking, and in some cases a 
good deal of bad language, both in milking 
nnd tonchiug tho calf to drink. 
Tho calf 


will lenrn to drink almost ns readily as to 
suck; milk the cow and feed the calf the 
first thing; then tie it near the-cow for one 
or two days, then take it out of sight of the 
cow aud the trouble will KOOU bo over. Peed 
now niilk the first week; after that skim 
milk. 
Calves should be kept in the barn 


through the warmest of the senson and fed 
milk and the best of early cut hny.
